mine of stories, for ‘P.&." knew 
all the big men of those days in- 
timately, was a pnal friend 
and more to many of them, fig- 
ured in some of the greatest 
moves politically and otherwise 


made ten, fifteen and twenty 
years ago and is a racy racop- 
teur.

It was “P.A.” who personally 
conducted “Tay Pay” across 
Canada in 1910, incidentally 
making a stop-over in Edmonton 
with the distinguished journalist 
and parliamentarian, who was 
given a banguet here at which 
Hon. Duncan Marshall was onc 
of the chicf speakers. 

“P.A.”” tells a good story of 
that trip, which shows the far- 
sichtedness and diplomacy of 
the late Lord Shaughnessy. 
“Tay Pay” came to Canada with 
a letter of introduction to “P.A.” 
and a desire towwee the Dominion 
from every angle. O'Farrell went 
to Lord Shaughnessy and asked 
for the loan of a private car for 
“Tay Pay” to whom he proposed 
to show Canada from the Atlan- 
tie to the Pacific, Lord Shaugh- 
nessy smiled, and that he was 
perfectly willing to give the 
party transportation, but sug- 
gested that the private car be 
obtained from the Canadian 
Northern. 

This was done, and the tour 
Was uo great success. So great in 
fact that the English papers 
commented on the manner in 
which “Tay Pay” was being 
recolved, and as cxpected by 
Tord Shaughnessy ho wns bom- 
barded with cabics demanding
